“As to the rights of the smaller 
nation?, Germany is in position to 
include provisions for their protec­ 
tion because her conscience is clear.” 
As might be expected, the quotation 
is from a German source. The words 
are thone of the “imperial” chancel­ 
lor, Von Hertling. 
So is the conscience of the rattle 
snake clear when it strikes its vic­ 
tims from the grass. 
So is the conscience of the mad 
dog clear, as it sinks its fangs into 
helpless humanity.

Today a bunch of fellows 
were laying around on the ground 
when they were supposed to be work­ 
ing, a sergeant camp alorig and ask­ 
ed what the trouble was and one of 
the fellows told him that they had 
to work by shots, that they were now 
waiting for big Bertha to pass over. 
This afternoon a shell struck about a 
r.quare away hnd some of the men 
got pieces of the shell, hut Í was too 
late. 
However, if I do get a frag­ 
ment of the shell I’m going to send 
it to you. 
From a military stand­ 
point the gun is absolutely useless, 
but they do kill a lot of children and 
women and 1 hope they soon put it 
out of order. The shell that we saw 
hit this afternono tore a stone house 
completely down, killed one outright 
and wounded three others. 
I wish 
1 could give you more details. 
Several boys came back from the 
front yesterday and brought a lot of 
souvenirs with them, including sev­ 
eral German guns in good order and 
some torn up, some helmets, hand 
grenades, etc., and also a vivid de­ 
scription of the front. 
I may get to 
make the trip sometime. 
They saw 
worlds of ally aeroplanes, but not one 
German. * They said the grobnd was 
covered with munitions both enemy 
and American, but that the advance 
was so rapid they had not the time 
to collect it up.

roads 
they 
were on were still being shelled They 
had great difficulty getting through. 
On one crossing they passed 4 Iff. 
P’s. (military police) had been killed 
the day before. 
You see they have 
to stay Ht the corners to direct traffic- 
■ '.‘irdless of the artillery fire, and 
h íi ve me there is very little guess 
Work in artillery fire now, if they 
want to hit a certain crossing they 
hit it 
Dead horses line the road 
everywhere, but the dead soldiers had 
nearly all been buried and thetgraves 
marked: 
Pm living like a king now, a real 
b >d and a table to eat on, and life 
is just one sweet dream. 
After sleep­ 
ing on the floor and the ground for 
so long it took me several nights to 
adjust myself to the bed, but I’m 
lived now. 
Send my clothes to the 
laundry and the American Red Cross 
foots the bill. 
Many things are very 
high here tho, soap is about 30c a \&r 
Vnd you can hardly buy candy or 
sweets. 
Never have heard a word 
from home yet.
